Buried in 

GILBERT, La. (AP) - This 
small town of less than 1,000 
people paid its last respects 
today to Leonard Douglas 
Brown, one of two black stu- 
dents shot dead last week at 
Southern University. 

A small brick church about 
a mile north of here was the 
setting for the funeral. 

Brown and Denver A. 
Smith, both 20, died of buck- 
shot wounds during a student 
police confrontation last 
Thursday on the steps of the 
campus administration build- 
ing in Baton Rouge. The vio- 
lence climaxed three weeks of 
student protests at the na- 
tion’s largest black university. 

Smith was scheduled to be 
buried Thanksgiving Day in 
Lettsworth on the Mississippi 
River. 

In Baton Rouge, meanwhile, 
a 12-member committee ap- 
pointed by Atty. Gen. William
